British officers were reported to 
have reached Hamar, 60 miles north 
of Oslo, where the Norwegian gov­ 
ernment made its first headquar­ 
ters after fleeing the capital.

hands, but the arrival of German 
troops, moving northward in busses 
behind motorcycle patrols, is ex­ 
pected momentarily.

Follow ers A ra W atched 
Two of 8toyedinovlc’s followers 
who were members of b it cabinet, 
Dobrlvoy* Stosovlc and DJura Yan* 
kovic, are under close police watch 
on suspicion of participation in 
the plot. Police also occupied the 
premises of the Belgian radical 
party which Btoyadinovlc formed 
recently. 
Police raids continued on the 
homes of other Btoysdlnovk: fol­ 
lowers. 
Action begun several days ago to 
Investigate Germans established in 
frontier regions and suspected of 
being potential members of a Nazi 
“fifth column" also was intensified 
by police and gendarmes.

/OCCUPATION of Denmark by German troops last week wa* espe- 
U dally interesting to Robert Schmidt, Dresden ave. grocer and fill- 
ing station owner who spent two years in Copenhagen where he met 
and talked to King Christian IX, father of the present ruler.

1909 and 1910 when Mr. Schmidt 
was living there. Mr. Schmidt, a 
caster by trade, said that the Dan­ 
ish ruler often stopped at his bench 
and chatted as he made periodic 
V is its to his plant known as the 
Royal pottery. Sometimes he was 
accompanied by bis eon, then a 
young man. 
After 
coming 
to 
the 
United 
States, Mr. Schmidt learned that 
the Copenhagen china was consid­ 
ered among the finest in the world. 
The king's plant made not only 
dinnerware but art ware as well. 
The plant, employing about 200 
persons, was equipped with dust 
blowers and other modern machin­ 
ery to protect the health of the 
workers. 
The late King Christian IX was 
greatly beloved by his subjects, 
Mr. Schmidt remembers, because 
of his democratic beliefs. He liked 
to travel incognito, to appear on 
the streets like an ordinary citi­ 
zen. 
In fact, he was stricken while 
visiting in Hamburg. Germany, and 
lay in a hospital for several days 
before it was learned that the pa­ 
tient was Denmark’s missing ruler. 
Mr. Schmidt is a native of Aus­ 
tria, and was born in the Sudeten- 
land. now a part of Germany. His 
brother, a police officer in Vienna 
when Hitler’s troops occupied the 
country, was imprisoned in a con­ 
centration camp for several months 
before he was permitted to rejoin 
his family after he was stripped of 
his police powers and reduced to a 
common citizen.

OST WOMEN agree that noth­ 
ing adds more charm to a 
room than pretty curtains. 
There 
may bo m agnificent drapes of rich 
and colorful fabrics and venetian 
blinds to beautify a window, but in 
the final analysis It is still tbs 
fresh curtains of net or lace which 
adds a sparkling touch. 
C urtains need plenty of visits 
to the washtub. 
They should be 
washed when they need washing, 
not according to the calendar; lo 
some homes they hang dejectedly 
at the windows all w inter because 
there is an unw ritten law about 
not 
washing 
the curtains 
until 
spring. 
Gather Much Dust 
When 
they 
are finally taken 
down, the housewife is likely to 
be 
em barrassed. 
Who 
would 
have thought those fine m eshes 
could hold so much d irt and dust! 
Ordinarily, the dirt in curtains 
differs from th at found in wearing 
apparel and in m ost other house­ 
hold furnishings. 
It is not ground 
In, as in collars and cuffs, nor does 
Is contain perspiration. 
But quantities of soot and dust, 
and sometimes ru st from screens 
may be present. 
Very often these 
substances contain acids which af­ 
fect the color and strength of the 
fabrics, which, after all, are very 
delicate. 
Boiled 
curtains 
will 
not only 
make the house look shabby, but 
they will soon w ear out from the 
dirt and hard rubbing necessary 
to remove It. If there’s any doubt, 
hold several folds of the fabric 
together and Judge for yourself 
how soiled your curtains are and 
when they need washing. 
Shake Out Surface Dirt 
Shake out the surface dirt be­ 
fore putting curtains into tub or 
washer. 
For plain white cotton, 
dotted swiss or linen curtains, use 
hot w ater. 
For silk or rayon curtains, for 
cotton laces, nets and fine sheers. 
and for colored curtains in any 
fabric, keep the w ater for washing 
and 
rinsing 
evenly 
lukewarm. 
Always use plenty of thick suds. 
If the curtains are badly soiled. 
give them a second washing or 
keep the lather active by adding 
extra quantities of soap. 
Rinse 
several 
tim es in 
clean 
water and dry carefully. 
A cur­ 
tain stretcher will be found to be 
a good investm ent, as it is a much 
better way of drying curtains than 
by hanging on a line. 
Sash curtains may bs hung in 
place a t tb s windows after wash­ 
ing and dried smooth by drawing 
a curtain rod through the hem. 
We have seen experts put up 
lace curtains while still damp and 
work them Into graceful hanging 
folds. 
Very thin cotton and linen 
curtains look best lightly starched.
